In response to the Restriction Requirement dated November 2, 2006, Applicants 
hereby elect to prosecute, with traverse, Group 1, claims 1-11. 



The Office has identified group 2, claims 12-17 in the above-identified Patent 
Application as belonging to a different invention. The Applicants request reconsideration of 
this conclusion. Claims 1-11 are drawn to a system for process execution management which 
includes remotely accessing, scheduling, monitoring, and submitting a process. Claims 12-17 
are directed to the same subject matter as claims 1-11, because process execution 
management includes accessing, scheduling, monitoring, and submitting of a process.
